“Thefe Difcourfes are proper at all times, and al- 

ways of Publick Uppal We are hereby in- 

fructed what. is the true Intere# of our Conntry, 

and. how we ought to Behave our felves for the 
good of the Common-wealth. 

Obf. Roger, Lhad much rather Entertain you 
with Subftantial Food, that might fatiate, and 
not tickle your Fancies; but the degenerate 
Humour of Mankind wilh rather take up with 

Novelties and Kick/baws, than with fuchwhole- 
fome Viands as will fupport their Intelleduals, 
and are as Beneficial to the Health of their Un- 
derftandings. When Men have abandon‘d them- 
felves to Parties, left off Thinking, put their'Rea- 
fon and Under fianding into the keeping of others 
in Truft for Themfelves, when they follow their 
Leaders as thy Sheep do thé Bell-Weather of the 
Flock, not confidering whether they are going 
into the Mouths of Wolves or Dogs: I fay, when 
Men have thus fhaken Hands with their Senfes, 


of their Diftemper‘d Brains: The Difcourfes tor 
their Information and Relief, is beltow‘d on ‘em 
as Pearls on Swine, as on Creatures not having a 
diftinguifhing Faulty. But, however, ‘tis our 
- Duty toapply the Remedy, how much foever the 
Patient may be Neglectful of the due Regimen, 
appointed him by the Phyfitzan, 
We ended our laft Diicourfe from this Text 
‘with the Propofition that the Intereft of England 
lies.in 4 firm Union in it felf.. What we muft 
‘ {peak to at prefent, is the other part of the firft 
Propofition, which is this, That. the Intereft of 
England lies in the Advancement of the Proteftant 
“Religion. Thefe are the Words of my Text for 
this prefent Difeourke. HA 
I hope all Honeft'Hnglifhmen are fatisfy‘d in 
the Truth of the former Difcourfe ; and if they 
are diflatisfy‘d ‘tis all one to Fobn ; I muft {peak 
‘the Trath, ma the Malice of all Mankind. 
But if difpleas‘d at that, what will they be at 
this? When the Topick is Religion, that ftrange 
-§00d Thing, under whofe Sacred Name fo many 
fnpieties have been committed, fo many Rebellions 
I People.againét their Lawful Soveraigns, fo ma- 
‘DY illegal Invafions and Encroachments of Sove- 
Yaigns upon the Liberties and Birth-Rights of a 
Free-People.’ In pretence of which Sacred Thing, 
many Maffacrees, {uch vaft Effusion of Humane 
. ,f0 many Murders and Cruel Torments have 
»blurr‘d the Face.of Nature, and affrightned the 
. Whole Univerfe : I fay,to fpeak of Religion, is to 
peak my telf many Enemies; and the Religi- 
ous Furiofo's are the worft of all. But Hypocrites

of what Religzon foever, mult be Expos‘d; Friend 
or Foe muft not efcape the Juftice of our Cenfure. 
Methinks I hear theChurch-Man lay What do you 
mean, Sir, by the Advancement of the Eriglith: In- 
teréft, by the Advancement of Religion? I hope you 
mean the Church of England as by Late Eftablifn d? 
No, Gentlemen, | mean what my Learned, right 
Noble. and Honourable Author means, The 
PROTESTANT. RELIGION in Oppo- 
fition to POPE RY, that Body of Protefants 
in England, whether dignity‘d as Church-Men, or 
diftinguifh’d as Diffenters; whether Church-Men, 
Prefbyterians, Indzpendents, Anabtifis, Quakers, or 
any other Party protefting again{t Popery. 
or when we {peak of Religion advanc‘d asa 
National Interef, we muft-not confider the N:- 
tional Religion only, which is Founded on Laws 
of our own Making for the Eafe.and Satisf:tion 
of our felves, but we muft take Religion in a lar- 
get Confideration, an ref{pect to the Publick good 
of the Kingdom, in Oppojition to our Neighbours, 
who are of a different Religion, and fo we take 
in ALL, that is the Protefant Religion in Eng- 
land. For every Diffenter, in England, that is:a 
Protgfstt; ie as i.ieen contrary to, aud as adh 
an Enemy to a Papift as a) Church-Man can be ; 
and confequently The Advancement of the Prote- 
{tant Religion zm England con/ifs in the encou- 
ragement of all forts of Proteftants, as the ouly means 
to the Advancement of the National Intereft. 

Perhaps it may be thought Invidious and Re- 
fleGting on fome of our former Kings and their 
Minifters, to fay The Church of England bas been 
more minded than the Proteltant Religion ; nor is 
it a Contradiction, tho‘ the Members of the 
Church are Protefants. A good Shepherd, tho‘ he 
may havea particular Kindne(s 8 fome Shee 
of the Flock above the reft, he will not Illegit:- 
mate, Baftardize, and Starve the reft ; they be- 
long to the fame Fold, and if the Wolves come 
to Affault they muft help to Defend the Dar- 
lings of the Flock. 

When we defcend to Particulars, and talk of 
Se@s, of Religion in England, that‘s inter Nos on- 
ly, without any refpect to a National Intefef in 
Competition with Foreigners: In this refj 
the National, that is, the Pretefant Religion, is to 
be confider‘d. I fuppofe it would be no Tref- 
pafs againft the Laws of Metaphy/icks thould I 
diftinguith betwixt a Natioval Kelzgion and the 
Religion ot the Nation ; let the Church-Men call 
theirs the National Religion, I think 1 do them 
no Injuftice if I call the Protefant Religion, the 
Religion of the Nation, | | 

I iuppofe I need not ufeé: any Arguments to 
prove, That Laud, and the Church-Papifts ot his 
Fadion, fince his time, have fet the Church Men 
againit the Dijenters, and the Difenters — 
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fhe Chane, fer no other Rad Burpofe than to weaken 
Protéflant Religion, to wich both Parries pretended, 


yet were Foolifhiy milled by a Fa@ion from their trae Ine 
tere, till we were brought to the very brink of Ruin; and 
oun Religion apd Likertic# werealmott patt Rezoverys ~ 

Aud truly, f beforted a People were We, that we never 
found the Notions of our Nafional Interef till fuchh time 
&s we had beat Mem into one anothers Heads. Popery has 
been at the bottem of all our National Divifions; and the 
Dettrution ot the Proteftant Inieref# the deéfign of: ’em, 
which was fo-weaken’d by the Practices of the Papif's, that 
it could not go a high-lonés arid when King Fames had 
put it into a Go-Cart in his Reign, thar was coming off 
the Wheels 100, had not the Prince of Orange come to fet 
it to rights. 

Shall we Laugh at our Folly, or Pitty our Ignorance, 
when we lock hack on thofe foolith Religiows Cavils that 
Brough: the Protefant Intereff fo very low in England ? 
People not knowing our Praétice of Religion, would take 
us, by our ftickliny for it, to be the moft Vertudus People 
in the Univerfe;. but, upon Examination, they’H find al! 
our Difyutes about it not to be the effect of Zeal for God 
and his Glory, but the Stares-Policy of Papiffs to weaken the 
Proteflant Intereft. 

To what goes before we might add the Native Stubborn- 
nefs of Englifomen in adhering to their Opinions, or thofe 
of their Leaders, without due Examination of matter of 
Fa& or Truth, even in fuch Trifles asa Wife Man would 
be afham’d to think.of: A little before Arch-Bithop Dauds 
time the Puritans had gota Fafhion of wearing their Hair 
fo fhort as above the 3 
and Pleaded Conjtience for fo doing. But when Laud came 
to be the Pontifix Maximus, both by Grant of the Xing and 
the Pope, He.took a humour to approve of fhort Hair for 
the Minifiry, which he required of them as Canonical. 
This had a contrary Effect on the Puritans, who let their 
Hair grow, and none of the Aeligious wore longer than 
Themtelves. 

It would be tedious, and not material to eniquise into the 
many little Scruples contefted by Men of Tenacious Opini- 
ons, which have been Stam zt with the Name of Religion, 

but ’tis eafie tor any one to cal] to mind what Flames we 
have feen arifing from thefe litile Balls of Wild-Fire, what 
Havock of Protefants, what Deftruction of Churches, what 
Urroars, what Tumults, what Horrid Janglings and Noifes 
they have made jin the Religious World, fuch as our Fore- 
Fathers and our felves have ieen and heard, and /uch as we 
never ought to remember, one againft another, but in Or- 
der to prevent the like for the future. 

It is a ftrange thing that the Eyes of our former Kings, 
of our Nedles, of our Commons in Parliament, and of our 
EleGors, fhagld be fo Blind as not to fee The Intereft of 
England in the Advancement of the Proteftant Religion. 
Till the Great William happily Afcended the Throne, this 
reat thing was never cbierv’d, and with much Labour 
and Fatigue,in a good meafure, he fupprefs’d our Religions 
Fury. The Glorious ANNE, our prefent Soveraign, 
Built on that Pious Foundation, and has, by Her- Roya] 
Example and Incitements to Peace and Union, fo cemper’d 
the Minds of All Proteftants, that tho’ they differ in Opi- 
nion, as before, yer they are of the fame Mind, in refpect to 
\ the Advancement of the Proteftant Religion, and the Honour 
of the Crown. I need inftance im nothing elfe but their 
Behaviour at the late Eleétions, when All, All of every 
Perfwafion, even the oer Themtelves, join’d Unani- 
moufly in the Queens Interefi ; and for Her Friends, none 
in the Kingdom excepted, but the Little, Scandalous Herd 
of Papifls and Tackers. 

Now to demonftrate That the Advancement of the Pro- 
teftant Religion is the true Intereft of England, let us com- 
pare the Religious Body with the Body Natural, which ’tis 
often compard with the Body Polizick for Ulufration in 
Civil Affairs. 

We'll fuppofe the Queen to be the Head, all the reft of 
the Members Subfervient to the Head in point of DireGion 
and Obedience, bur both Head and Members conjoin’d in one 

* cominon Service, the Prefervation oi the whole Body, that 
is the Proteftant Religion. Now you may, if you pleafe, 
call one 4rm a Presbyterian, the other an dnabaptift 3 one 
Leg an Independant, the other a Quaker, or what you 
pleafe, yet thefe are Members of the fame Body; and 
the one Member may be of ope Dignity than the otuer, 
yet all of ’em,in refpect of Ufefulnefs are Conftituent Parts,
